The Des Moines Register confesses frankly it 
can't get steamed up over the procedure recently 
passed by congress, and signed by the piesident, 
for presidential succession. 
It suggests the serious 
constitutional question raised by the legislation, 
since the constitution specifically provides that an 
officer of the government may succeed to the presi­ 
dency, and it ifl not certain that the speaker of the 
house of representatives is “ such an officer.” 
Mr, Truman 
himself, speaking 
in warmest 
terms in signing the bill, made the argument that 
succession now would go to a man “ elected by the 
people” rather than an appointed cabinet member. 
That is slick language, but not wholly accurate. 
The speaker, to be accurate, is elected by the mem­ 
bers of the majority party controlling congress, 
republican or democrat, and elected at a party 
caucus preceding organization of the house. He 
isn’t even elected by all the members of the con­ 
gress; and if the facts are to be weighed, literally 
he would move on into the presidency by virtue of 
his selection by a group of men, who in turn are 
elected by the people. 
The succession plan duplicates the underlying 
principle of the electoral college. 
At present it isn’t the hot issue before the 
public. 
Ninety-nine per cent of the time it would work; 
and there might be isolated occasions when it would 
be regretted deeply.
